Reference is made to your letter dated November 25, 1977. 

There were no enclosures with your single page letter of the 
above date. I don't think it necessary for you to check through 
your files for what you may have received from the Air Force 
though I would appreciate the copies of the material prepared 
by your wife ( I suppose they were simply left out ) . The 
only reason I sent the Keesler document was because I knew 
that you had at one time had an interest in such and when I 
get something new, I try to forward a copy to you. 

As to the very interesting questions which you posed. I'll check 
futher into the information contained in the Form 20 and see what 
I can come up with. 

The Cryptographic or "Krypto " clearance which I was familiar 
with in the Air Force and from a friend in the Army Security 
Agency, was granted to individuals involved in the communications 
field. They sent and received classified material over electronic 
communications equipment and also intercepted foreign transmissions, 
translating and decoding them. In the instance of the ASA, CIA 
personnel in army uniforms were present in the control centers 
and on occassion tried to recruit the regular army personnel. 

That's about all that I can say regarding that as my primary 
function was related to lawenforcement and not intelligence. 

Nothing else new at this end. I have pulled things together for 
that article previously mentioned but have not had any word from 
the two fellows who were to put the whole publication together.
